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The Court Reverses Itself 


It looks as though the 
Supreme Court has been reading 
the newspapers — or at least 
the congressional news. As you 
know, several bills are pending 
in Congress to curb our runaway 
Supreme Court. And last week, 
in a 5-4 decision, the Court 
practically reversed a stand it 
took only two years ago. It now 
says it is all right for congres- 
sional committees to investigate 
subversion — a power no one 
ever questioned until the Warren 
Court came along. But the Chief 
Justice placed himself once 


again with the far leftists on 
the Court by joining in a dis- 
senting diatribe by Justice 
Black. 

As to the more moderate 
leftists on the Court, evidently 
public opinion has had an effect 
on them. But the fact remains 
that we can no longer leave the 
protection of our constitutional 
guarantees to the vagaries of 
this batch of revolutionary 
judges. A switch by only one 
judge — and Justice Frankfurter 
is famous for his switching — 
could reverse the reversal. 











The Government's Plight 


On another front, the Presi- 
dent has asked for a raise in the 
debt limit and an increase in 
interest rates on government 
bonds. What this means, essen- 
tially, is that the profligate 
borrowing and spending habits 
of the federal politicians are 
catching up with them. You may 
say that’s no more than they 
deserve. But the trouble is that 
politicians don’t borrow and 
spend each other’s money. They 
borrow and spend your money. 
This means they’ve dragged in- 
to the soup every American 
taxpayer — and perhaps the 
credit—standing of the United 
States government itself. 

The government is faced 
with a deficit of nearly 12 bil- 
lion dollars this year — in spite 
of néarly 70 billion dollars in 
taxes taken out of your incomes. 


Chickens Don’t Read 


The President, of course, is 
to be commended for facing up 
squarely to the precarious finan- 
cial position in which the 
government finds itself. Mr. 
Eisenhower, at long last, has 
become worried about inflation. 
He and his so-called ‘‘modern’’ 
Republicans had almost as much 





It has to borrow to meet its 
bills. But it is having trouble 
selling its bonds so it can cover 
this deficit. People don’t want 
bonds, with their low interest 
rates, in periods of inflation be- 
cause they lose their value too 
fast. That’s why the President 
wants the interest raised. 

But how does this affect the 
average American? It affects 
him in two ways. Borrowing by 
the government adds to the cost 
of everything we buy. Raising 
the interest rate means more 
taxes to service the public debt. 
But the debt must be serviced 
if the government's credit is to 
be maintained. There is only 
one sound answer to this prob- 
lem. It is to cut out the 
borrowing entirely, and drasti- 
cally cut down the spending. 


to do with bringing about this 
Situation as the Democrats. 
But I suppose in the President’s 
case, we can say ‘“‘better late 
than never,’ now that he has 
come to realize the dangers in 
reckless federal spending. But 
this doesn’t prevent us from 
wishing he would be a little 
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more consistent. 

For instance, one of the in- 
numerable government spending 
programs involves buying up 
farm surpluses and storing them, 
in order to keep the price of 
farm products high. This in- 
creases the cost of food to the 
housewife. It is supposed to 
help the farmer. But a good 
many self-respecting farmers 
are discovering that they might 
be better off in a free, open 
market, without the restrictions, 
orders and compulsions in which 
the government has them bound 
up. The way the program has 
worked out, it puts the big cor- 
porate wheat farms on the 
government gravy train, at one 
end of the scale. At the other 


end, it keeps in business in- 
efficient and marginal farmers 
who shouldn’t be farming at all. 
Caught in the middle are the in- 
dependent, self-reliant farmers— 
plus the rest of the population. 
Hanging over their heads is 
eight billion dollars’ worth of 
wheat — bought with your 
money — stored in government 
warehouses. Now here is what 
I mean by the President’s lack 
of consistency on this subject 
of federal spending. 

A week or so ago the Presi- 
dent warned that this wheat- 
support program was heading 
for disaster. He was certainly 
right about that. But the very 
next day the government an- 
nounced it would start buying 
up eggs and storing them. It 
seems the nation’s chickens 
don’t read the Congressional 
Record. They’ve been laying 
eggs like mad. For the first time 
in years, the American house- 
wife got a break. In some places 
she could buy a dozen eggs for 
as low as 35 cents. The usual 
price runs around 65 or 70 cents 
or higher. Of course, this 
worked a temporary hardship on 
the egg and poultry farmers. And 
since they yell louder than the 
housewife, the government step- 
ped in to buy up their surplus 











eggs. Incidentally, one reason the 
egg and poultry farmers can’t 
make a go of it, by selling more 
of their product cheaper in the 
free, open market is because 
they have to pay so much for 
grain to feed their chickens. And 
the price of grain is so high be- 
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cause the government buys up 
the surplus of the grain farmers. 
I know that sounds like a crazy 
vicious circle. It is — and 
always will be — so long as the 
government interferes in the 
normal operation of a free mar- 
ket for farm products. 


Did Reds Invent Foreign Aid? 


Another place where the 
President’s inconsistency on 
federal spending shows, is in 
his insistence on continued for- 
eign giveaways. I am sure the 
President is sincere in his be- 
lief that these handouts all over 
the world do some good. But I 
wish he would read a very start- 
ling article by Elizabeth 
Churchill Brown which was 
printed in Human Events last 
week. Mrs. Brown points out that 
communist policy usually fol- 
lows two lines. In the case of 
foreign aid, the first line is to 
denounce it — that’s for public 
consumption in the United 
States. Then there’s a second 
line — usually kept sub rosa — 
which reveals the Red’s real 
purpose. Mrs. Brown has dis- 
covered that the real father of 
foreign aid is Earl Browder, 
former boss of the American 
Communist Party. That may 
sound ridiculous, but Mrs. 


Brown proves her case pretty 
conclusively. 

She is able to do so, because 
Earl Browder put it all in writ- 
ing back in 1944 — three years 
before we fell for this secret 
communist line and made foreign 
aid part of our foreign policy. 
And when Earl Browder made the 
proposal that the United States 
spend itself silly all over the 
globe, he specifically stated that 
this was not his own personal 
idea, but that of ‘‘an organized 
movement — the communists in 
the United States and the 
world.’’ 

Briefly, here is what the 
Reds had in mind. The idea was 
to use a government-financed 
program which would lure Amer- 
ican capitalists into eventually 
destroying themselves. In other 
words, American businessmen 
could be sold on a big foreign- 
handout program because it 
would mean, temporarily at 
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least, increased business. The 
products would be made here 
and sent abroad. But Browder 
admitted that such a program 
would eventually run into trou- 
ble. We would not be able to go 
on supporting it without going 
broke. This would put the Amer- 
ican capitalists in a bad light, 
because as money to support the 
giveaways ran out, they would 
have to stop hiring people. The 
Red plan was: Get America to 


spend billions abroad. When she 
was on the verge of going broke 
as a result, American capitalists 
who took part in the program 
would stop hiring people. This 
would prove that full employment 
in America could not be 
achieved by this plan. Then, in 
Earl Browder’s own words, 
“there is no hope for this 
country...except to follow the 
Soviet Union to _ socialism.”’

The UN Octopus 


BEHIND THE UN FRONT by 
Alice Widener, 127 pages, Book- 
mailer, N. Y. $2.00. 

‘Socialists and Communists 
hold many key positions in the 
UN Headquarters Secretariat in 
New York City, and in the various 
UN councils, committees and 
specialized agencies. Socialists 
and communists also hold key 
positions in many of the more 
than 200 national and interna- 
tional organizations credited to 
the Economic and Social Council. 

*fAs the main bulwark of free, 
competitive enterprise..the United 
States is the main target of Marx- 
ist activity in the United Nations. 


Yet our country furnishes the. 
major share of spiritual and ma- 
terial support for the international 
organization.”’ 

The above sentences are taken 
from the last chapter of Alice 
Widener’s little book. The pre- 
ceding pages provide shocking — 


- and documented — proof of her 


conclusions. And we can’t blame 
it all on the Reds. An anti- 
communist UN diplomat told her: 
‘You Americans are responsible 
for much of the Marxist mischief 
at the UN.” 

In 1954, Mrs. Widener started 
a fortnightly bulletin of fact 
and opinion called U.S.A. in 








which she could report the con- 
stant flow of information about 
what went on ‘‘behind the UN 
front.”” This book is a collec- 
tion of some of the articles from 
U.S.A. It is an expose — an 
expose in the best sense of the 
word. 

First published in 1955, it 
still sells, despite the complete 
silence of the ‘“‘liberal’’ -inter- 
nationalist review jouruals from 
the day of publication up to and 


including today. But each day the 
importance of the story it tells 
becomes more imperative than 
ever — as the leftist-dominated 
United Nations, practically mori- 
bund as a ‘‘peace-making’’ or- 
ganization, spreads its tentacles 
further and further into every 
phase of our lives. If that sounds 
like a rash statement, read just 
a few of Mrs. Widener’s chapters, 
and see for yourself.

‘We are apparently going to 
have federal-aid-to-education, so 
the poor people in Alabama, 
Mississippi and Arkansas, who 
theoretically can’t stand the cost 
of schools, can have help from 
other areas with presumably sur- 
plus school funds, such as, 
perhaps, Philadelphia, New York 
and Detroit.

businessmen from trying to get 
prices that will cover their added 
inflationary tax costs, will be 
enormous.’”’
